And that we may fruitfully uſen St. Pauls 
counſel, Let a' Man probt himfetf, and ſa cat of that 
bread, and drink of | that cup: We muſt dertainly 
know, that three things be requiſite in him which 
would ſcemly, as becometh ſuch high Mdyiterics, 
refort to the Lord's Table. That is, Firſt, a right 
and worthy eſtimation and underſtanding of this 
Myſtery. Secondly, to come in a ſure Faith: And 
thirdly, to have new neſs or pureneſs of life tb lacceed 
the receiving of the ſame.

But before all other things, this we muſt be ſure of 
eſpecially, that this Supper be in ſuch wiſe done and 
miniſtred, as dur Lord and Saviour, didu and com- 
manded to be done, as his holy Apaſtles uſcd it, and 
the good Fathers in the Primitive Church frequenred 
je, "For (as that worthy man St.  Ambrojetturh) he is 
unworthy of the Lord, that otherwiſe doth cclebrate 
that Myſtery, xhan it was delivered by him: Neither 
can he be devout, that otherwiſe doth preſume than 
it Was given him by the Author. We muſt then take 
heed, leſt of the memory, it be made a ſacriſice; 
Jeſt of a communion, it be made a private eating; 
leſt of two parts, we have but one; leſt applying it 
for the dead, We loſe the fruit that be Alive. 
rather in theſe matters follow the advice of Cprian in 
the like caſes; that is, e. Fatt to theft de-

ming, hold faſt che Lord's tradition, do that in. 
— Lord's commemoration which, he himſelf did, 
he himſelf commanded, and his. Apoſtles. con- 
firmed. This caution or foreſight if we uſe, 
then may alen thoſe things that be requiſite in the 
worthy receiver, whereof this was the firſt, that we. 
have a right underſtanding of the thing irſelf. As 
concerning which thing, this we may aſſuredly per- 
ſuade * aa that the ignorant man can neither 
worthily eſteem, nor effectually uſe thoſe marvellous 
grac as and benefits offered and exhibited in that 
Supper: but either will lightly regard them, to no; 
mall offence, or utterly condemn them, to his utter 
deſtruction. So that by his negligence he deſerveth 
the plagues: of God to fall upon him, and by con- 
tempt he deſer veth everlaſting Perdition. Fo avoid 
then theſe harms, uſe the advice of the Wiſe man, 
who willeth thee when thou fitteſt at an earthly 
King's Table, to take diligent heed what things are 
ſet before thee. So now much more at the King ot. 
Kings Table, thou muſt carefully fearch. and —— 
what dainties are provided for thy ſoul, whither thou 
art come, not to feed thy ſenſes and belly to cor- 
ruption, but thy inward man to immortality and life, 
nor to conſider the earthly creatures Which thou ſeeſt, 
but the heavenly graces which thy Faith beholdeth. 
For this Table is not (ſaith Chryſeſtom) tor chattering 
Jays, but for Eagles, who fly thither where the dead 
body heth. And if this advertiſement of man can- 
not perſuade us to refort to the Lord's Fable with 
underſtanding, ſce the counſel of God in the like 
matter, who charged his People to teach their po- 
ſterity, not only the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Paſſover, but the cauſe and end thereof: Whence 
we may learn, that. both more perfect knowledge is 
required at this time at our hands, and that the ig- 
norant cannot with fruit and profit, exerciſe himſelt. 
in the Lord's Sacraments, - 
Bot to come nigher to the matter: Saint Paul 
blaming the Corinthians tor the profaning of the 
Lord's Supper, concludęth that ignorance both af 
{ the 
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the thing it ſelf, and the Gonkibearige theteof, was 
the cauſe of their abuſe: tor they | cane. thither 
unreverently, not diſcerning-the Lords Body. Ougltt 
not we then by the motion of the Wiſe man, by the 
wiſdom of God, by the fearful example of ithz 
Corinthians, to take adviſed: heed; that we thruſt not 
ourfelves to his Table with rude and unreverent 
ignorance, the ſmart whereob Chriſt's: Church hath 
rued and lamented theſe many” days and years? 'For 
What hath been the cauſe of the ruin of God's 
Religion,, but the ignorance hereof ? What hath 
been the cauſe of this groſs Idolatry, but the igno- 
rance hereof ? What hath been tlie cauſe. of this 
mummiſh Maſſing, Hut the ignorance hereof? Yea, 
what hath been, and what is at this day the cauſe of this 
want of love and charity, but the ignorance hereof? Let 
us therefore ſo travel to underſtand the Lords Supper, 
that we be no cauſe of the decay of God's worſhip, 
of no Idolatry, of no dumb Maſſing, of no hate 
and malice,” ſo may we the bolder have acceſs thither 
to our comfort; Neither need we to think that ſuch 
exact knowledge is required of every man, that he 
be able to diſcuſs all high points in the doctrine 
thereof + But thus much we muſt be ſure to hold, 
that in the Supper of the Lord, there is no vain 
Ceremony, no bare ſign, no untrue figure of a thing 
abſent : But (as the Scripture {aith ) the Table of the 
Lord, the Bread and Cup of the Lord, the memory 
of Chriſt, the Annunciation of his death, yea, the 
Communion of the Body and Blood 'of the Lord, 
in a marvellous incorporation, which by the operation 
of the Holy Ghoſt( the very bond of our conjunction 
with Chriſt) is through faith wrought in the fouls of 
the faithful, whereby not only their ſouls live to 
eternal life, but they ſurely truſt to win their bodies 
4 reſurrection to immortality. The true underſtand- 
ing of this fruition and union, which is betwixt and 
Body and the Head, betwixt the true Believers and 
Chriſt ; the ancient Catholick Fathers both perceiving: 
themſelves, and commending to their people, were 
not af raid to call this Supper, ſome of them, the

Salve of Immortality and Sovereign Preſervative 
againſt Death: other a Deifical Communion. other, 
the ſweet dainties of our Saviour, the pledge of 
eternal health, the defence of Faith, the hope of the 
Relurection: other, the food of bnmortality, the 
healthful: Grace, and the Conſervatory to everlaſt- 
ing life. All which ſayings both of the holy Scripture 
and godly men, truly attributed to this celeſtial Ban- 
quet and Fcaſt, if we would often call to mind, O how 
would they inflame our hearts to defire the participa- 
tion of .rhefe Myſteries, and oftentimes to covet after 
this bread, continually to thirſt for this food? Not as 
eſpecially regarding the terrene and earthly Creatures 
which remains but always holding faſt, and cleaving 
by Faith to the Rock-whence we may fuck the ſweet- 


neſs of everlaſting ſalvation? And to be brief, thus 


much more the Eaithfu! ſee, hear, and know the 
lavourable mercies - of God ſealed, the. ſatisfaction 
by /Carift towards us confirmed, and the remiſſion 
or ſin eſtabliſned. Here they may feel wrought the 
tranquillity of Conſcience; the increaſe of Faith, 
the ſtrengthening of Hope, the large ſpreading 
abroad of  brotherly. kindneſs, with many other 
ſundry graces of God. The taſte, whereof they 
cannot attain unto who be drowned in the deep dirty 
lake of blindneſs and ignorance From the which 
(O beloved) waſh your ſelves with the living Waters 
of God's Word, whence you may perceive and know, 
both the ſpiritual food of this coltly Supper, and 
the liappy truſtings and effects that 3 lame doth 
bring with it. 

Now it followech to have with this knowledge a ſurg 
and conſtant Faith, not only that the death of Chriſt 
13 available for the redemption of all the World, ſor 
the remiſſion of ſins, and reconciliation. with God the 
Father: but alſo that he hath-made upon his Croſs, a

for thee. For this is to ſtick faſt to Ohriſt's promiſe 
made in his Inſtitution, to make Chriſt thine oẽn, 
and to apply his merits unto thy ſelf. Herein thou 
needeſt no other mans help, no other Sacrifice or 
Oblation, no ſacrificing Prieſt, no Maſs, no means 
eſtabliſned by mans invention. That Faith is a 
neceſſary inſtrument in all thoſe holy Ceremonies, we 
may thus affure our ſelves, for that as St. Paul faith, 
without Faith it is unpoſſible to pleaſe God. When 
a great number of the-Ifraelites were overthrown 
in the Wilderneſs, Moſes, Aaron, and Phincas did 
eat Manna, and pleaſed God, for that they under- 
ſtood ( faith St. Auguſtine) the viſibſe meat fpiri- 
tually. Spiritually they hungred it, Spiritually th 
taſted it, that they might be ſpiritually ſatis fed. 
And truly as the bodily meat cannot feed the fou 


ward man, unlefs ie he let into a ſtqmack to he disc

Therefore ſaith Qprian) when e do thoſe things, we
